Whether the discussion of “auto- 
nomy” will lend itself ‘to | 
satisfactory elucidation of the es- 
jsentials of the Northern problem 
must depend largely on the spirit 
lin which the pending negotiations 
jare conducted.

[Dothara, who is credited with, the 
possession of the conscience of the 
Kwantung Army, is believed to 
regard the situation as soluble by 
peaceful means. Friends of both 
jcountries ‘will hope that his expecta 
tions will be fulfilled, but there is 
some denger in too confident a| 
reliance on the physical factors in| 
the problem. The interpretation. 
placed on the special interests of the 
Kwantung Army in the North can 
bbe too generous in scope. No-one| 
Jwill ignore the conditions which| 
have led the Government at Nan- 
‘king to adopt and conform to a 
pelicy of tolerance in its relations 
jwith the North and the South, but 
it would be a misreading of those 
conditions to believe that Chinese

king. Tt Is asserted that they are 
to be resumed at no distant di 
How far they can exercise effective 
influence on the conversations in 
Peiping is a matter for speculation. 
‘The Kwantung Army's initiative 
eannot be ignored, In Japan its 
supporters at the War Office have 
just gained a triumph, for the 
Budget, as approved, gives the Army 
nearly ‘all the funds for which it 
‘asked, Mr, ‘Tokahash's success in 
whittling down certain items is 
trifling and may be best regarded as 
‘0 sop to preserve the semblance of 
dignity for a statesman whom the 
milltorists treat with more con- 
sideration than they are disposed 
to show to others of his civilian 
collengues. Tt may be assumed, 
therefore, that the Kwantang Army 
‘will not be embarrassed by the need 
to cultivate a diMdence foreimm to 
its usual temperament. — Major- 
General Keniji Dothara hopes to 
achieve a diplomatic suecess without 
calling upon the Japanese troans on 
the ether side of the Great Wall to 
make anything more than a purely: 
formal contribution to the discus~ 
sion. He may be expected to find 
the ‘representatives of the Chinese: 
Government in a conciliatory mond 
and it is to be hoped that his 
ganacity for dressing ub positive 
ection to look Ike a compromise will 
not be wanting, 


‘There can be little doubt that the 
people of the North and the Chinese 
Government itself would welcome a 
settlement which would put an end 
to the interminable series of alarms 
generated by Japanese policy in 
China, Realizing the actualities, the 
Government at Nanking could’ not 
bbe blamed if it ventured to suggest 
that Japanese requirements should 
tbe stated In the plainest and most 
‘specific terms, however exorbitant, 
if only to plve relief to a situation 
which derives its chief dimeulties 
from the vagueness and variety of 
‘the charges levelled against the 
Government in Japanese pronoun: 
‘ments—verbal or printed. It may 
bbe pertinent to observe that what- 
‘ever may be the designs of the 
‘Japanese General Staff, they cannot 
bbe best served by this sphynx-like 
Aiscontent, allied as it is with a most 
unsphynx-like —loquacity —_whfch 
seems to have only one definite 
purpose—the defeat of Japanese 
Giplomacy. Now that the Chinese 
Government's fully accredited re- 
resentatives are coming face to 
face with the real controllers of] 
Tapanese policy, they might take the| 
opportunity to obtain a considered 
statement of the measures which are| 
‘expected to meet with the approval 
of the Kwantung Army and serve 
the admittedly admirable cause of| 
Sino-Japanese co-operation. ‘The 
Government at Nanking might then 
believe that it knew the worst and 
could form its conclusions accord- 
ingly. It 1s easy, of course, to point 
to the volatility of the Kwantung 
Army's emotions: the “bandit” of 
to-day may be the persona grata 
of to-morrow. Perhaps that distress~ 
ing afftction may be cured by the 
direct method of inviting the: 
Kwantung Army to unburden itself 
freely and frankly. No doubt Mr. 
K, Hirota, now well-Inured to the: 
process, will be prepared to give an 
ex post facto blessing to the revela- 
tion thus vouchsafed. If it be! 
devold of vivid aspersions on 
Chinese good faith and free from 
































basis of China’s disintegration. The

science and farsightedness to realize 
that the long view requires attention 
when the course Is being set for| 
the future conduct of Sino-Japanese 
jeontacts, An opportunist grasp of| 
the ephemeral occasion may prove| 
jexceedingly costly as the months 
pass.

The question 
is whether the instruments em- 
ployed to that end will weather the 
resultant storm and whether the 
Jdanger of focussing resentment on 
the achievement so recorded. will 
not ultimately overshadow whal 
‘ever temporary triumph may accrue.

THE REAL PROBLEM 
Dec. 5. 


‘The Government of China will 
jcommand general cympathy in Its 
efforts to obtain an honourable and, 
speedy solution of the difficulties! 
which have attended its endeavour! 
to secure satisfactory relations with’ 
Japan. This sympathy Is not a 
little influenced by the knowledge| 
that the economic reconstruction of| 
the country should be engaging all 
the energies which the Government 
can possibly mobilize. The steps: 
taken last month to reorganize the 
leurreney system may properly be 
regarded as essential preliminaries 
{to other and even more important 
measures of reform. if the realities 
lof the country's needs be studied. 
The Government's task in carrying} 
Jon the development of a revolution- 
jary régime to the appointed con- 
jelusion is so formidable that it 
jshould be able to claim the utmost 
indulgence as it endeavours to over- 
Jcome the immediate obstacles to a 
further advance. In many ways it 
has set in motion machinery which, 
if allowed properly to function, 
Jmay gradually produce beneficial 
changes. Prominent among these| 
measures is the creation of a National 
conomle Counell to which, in the 
ast few years, valuable reports and 
Jother surveys of the country’s 
Jeconomic requirements have been| 
Jduly submitted. It may be fairly| 
Jsaid that the Government is by no| 
Jeans poorly equipped with expert, 
views for the formulation of definite 
plans of improvement. The prob- 
Jem which has so far eluded solu- 
tion is that of establishing an 
Joffective means of carrying precept 
into practice. ‘This does not mean. 
[that the Government has been in- 
active. On the contrary: it has been 
fable to institute important schemes 
lof toad-construction, public health 
Jorganization and agricultural re- 
form. It has, however, not been. 
able to enforce this programme on| 
ja sufficiently comprehensive scale. 
‘This, of course, is partly due to the 
differences in’ the calibre of the| 
various. provincial administrations. 
{Tt is also due to lack of funds and, 
probably, to a shortage of experts! 
capable ‘of allying knowledge of 

















‘thelr subject to an intimate asso- 


extreme pessimism regarding the elation with the people. 





‘The Government, like institutions 
lof its kind elsewhere, has to accept 
[the defects of Its own qualities. It 
hhas to face the fact that It cannot 
Jin a moment secure between its de- 
Jpartmental organizations and the 
people at large that contact which 
is so essential to a discerning appre- 
jclation of the people's needs and 
mode of thought. This is a natural 
Jouteome of the application of. 
fmodern principles of administration | 
to the governance of a country 
jwhich 1s mainly agricultural. Ninety. 
per cent, of the population of China 
ldepend ‘on agriculture for thelr 
Hivelihood. The Chinese tarme~ and 
‘the Chinese peasant constitute the 
backbone. of the nation and they 
jare the potential sources of its 
jwealth and progress. ‘The Govern- 
iment recognizes this fact and its 
Jefforts to make reconstruction take 
the course of agricultural reform 
fhave been frequently noted. Nor 
fs this policy unjustified. The root 
lof the economle distress which has 
}s0 sorely shown itself in the general 
nancial position of the country and 
in the lowness of the standard of 
living. lies in the plein fact that the 
{farmer—the finest of his type in the 
world—has a right to look for miti- 
gation of handicaps and hardships 
‘which he encounters in the attempt 
to win a living from the soll. Ex- 
jperts have passed judgment on his. 
{thritt, capacity and integrity and 
Jgiven’ him high commendation on. 
‘all points. He does not need Gov- 
Jernment direction, but he does need 
the conditions of security, reason- 
able taxation and financial encour- 
‘agement. Important banking in- 
terests have recognized the import- 
lance of developing the co-operative 
society's activities. That Is admir 
jable in its way, but co-operative: 
societies cannot do much unless the 
system of land tenure can be made 
to give the farmer a fair chance. 

It Is Important, therefore, for the 
Government to take Into account the 
various burdens which the farmer 
‘has to bear and to judge whether 
fhe is equal to the strain. It is 
suggested that this problem should 
'be carefully studied In relation to 
the actual proportion which the 
farmer has to spare from his crop for 
the owner of his land. When the 
crop covering an acre of soll has 
to be surrendered to the extent 
of fifty per cent. of its value, the 
position of the cultivator of ‘that 
ere 1s far worse than that of his 
‘more fortunate comrade who with 
twenty acres to till has to deliver 
the same percentage to the land- 
lord. ‘This seems to be perhaps a 
self-evident fact, but it is often 
loverlooked by the well-intentioned 
‘theorist. ‘The political importance 
‘of this problem can hardly be 
‘exaggerated. The Government it 
self stands in great need of the 
People’s sympathy and support. 
Tt can best full that need by. 
devoting itself earnestly and 
energetically to the practical re- 
form of the agricultural system. 
Tt has documents in which the: 
ablest minds have set down 
specific remedies for adoption. It 
only lacks the organization of the 
necessary administrative machinery 
for puiting those remedies to 
‘work. In certain provinces mark- 
fed success has attended efforts 
in that direction. In Kwangsi, for 
example, the provincial govern 
ment which incidentally spend 15 
‘per cent. of its budget on educa- 
tion—a ‘dollar “for each of its 
12,000,000 inhabitants—and 4 ‘per’ 
Icent. on public health, has remark- 
‘ably won the confidence of the 
People. Its programme of rosd- 
construction and urban develop- 
ment has been devised with the 
object of improving the com- 
munications for the beneft of the 
peasants and farmers and it has not 
‘only been devised—it has been 
jcarried into practical effect. This 
achievement in Kwangsi might 
well serve as an inspiration to 
other provinees. The National 
Economic Councii might move the 
Government to take its courage in 
both hands and, applying the 
principles of the New Life move- 
ment, to inculcate into its officers 
the “importance of understanding 
‘and meeting the needs of the 
country’s greatest industry. It 
will be agreed that _ national 
solidarity can be best achieved by 
bringing the intelligentsia from| 
which the Government is so largely 
Jdrawn into close and intimate con 
tact with the bulk of the people. 
And in tackling ‘the problem of 
rural habilitation and the reform 
of land tenure, the Government 
will be taking the surest and most 
effective step toward that goal. 

















CLEARING THE AIR 
Bee. 8. 

Reports trom Pelping give some 
Inope of a satistactory solution of 
recent dificulties. ‘The plans 
tentatively suggested for the crea~ 
|tion of a special administrative 
lcounell for Hopel and Charhar 
funder General "Sung Cheh-yuan 
are expected to receive the approval 
jot General Chiang Kal-shek, in his 
Inew capacity as President ‘of the 
Executive Yuan. ‘The Japanese 
military authorities on the spot 
have expressed their views on the 
subject. Until further develop 
ments arouse their vigilant anxiety, 
it may be assumed that they. will 
not oppose the new scheme, 
although, to the outsider, it, may 
seem a little astonishing that this 
lconsigeration has to be so prom- 
Inently brought Into the picture 
lof a “purely Chinese movement.” 
But then, as Sir Samuel Hoare told 
the House of Commons last week, 
the situation is “very obscure.” 
‘The British and the United States 
Governments have been In con- 
sultation. ‘The British representa 
tive at ‘Tokyo has indicated that, 
Great Britain would welcome a 
frank statement of Japanese policy. 
‘That shows that the desire for! 
specific information on that subject 
is not confined to Nanking. - When 
the British Government is informed 
that “any Idea of Japan planning 
military Intervention Is entirely un- 
founded.” it must find its despatches 
from Peiping and the reports of 
[Japanese military actions and words 
jin’ the North extraordinarily. In- 
teresting. Japanese aeroplanes have 
been again demonstrating over 
Peiping. General K. Dothara, in 
assiduously playing the r6le of 
broadcast commentator on events—| 
lautonomous or otherwice—makes 
no bones about mentioning the pres- 
ence of Japan's military might 
learefully disposed on the other side 
lof the Great Wall. No-one would 
[suggest that the admirable diplomats 
jot the Japanese Foreign OMce, in 
response to so definite an enquiry 
from thelr British colleague, would 
0 misinterpret the request for 
istrankness" as to indulge in airy 
levasions. Yet what Is the explana~ 
tion of the obvious discrepancy be- 
tween their assertions and the hard 
facts of Japanese actions in the 
North? 

Perhaps it were permissible to 
say that, gallantly preserving their 
‘optimism, the diplomats at Tokyo 
hope that, sooner or later, the con= 
sidered views of the elvilians in 
{the Government will find recogni 
tion and that the Kwantung Army 
‘will abandon its pretensions to 
control and initiation of policy. To 
the observer who has studied events: 
during the last four years, the hope 
[does credit to Tokyo's sense of 
responsibility, but hardly  flatters 
its resp of realities. The familiar 
technique which has in erercendo 
key expounded the “special in- 
terests” of Japan in various perts 
lof China in terms of a progressive 
apacity, has acquired in the hands 
lot the ‘Kwantung Army, a truly 
lcomprehensive scope. Tt creates 
pfetexts for Japanese action with 
famazing facility, Nothing is. too 
hard for this technique to tackle— 
fwhether it be the need for pro- 
ftecting China against Communist, 
whether it be the desire to tench 
Jeconomies to Dr. H. H. Kung, 
whether it be the duty of assisting 
the Chinese Government to deter- 
mine the personnel of its admini- 
stration. Significant is the admis- 
sion of the local Chinese authorities 
{in Tientsin that the ben on the 
[Ta Kung Pao, now removed, was 
originally placed “under strong. 
fallen pressure.” What was the Ta 
Kung Pao's offence? That journal 
jwhicn, incidentally has a great rep- 
lutation for sobriety and independ- 
jence, had deprecated any en- 
[couragement of separatist tendencies 
fin the North. In other words it

This view 1s reinforced by the

‘working through Mr. Akira

or Japanese military spokesman has 
blocked a settlement and so pre- 
served a sinister fluidity in those 
relationships. Sir Samuel Hoare 
last week made a pregnant ref- 
ference to the danger to Jepanese 
Prestige which might arise from 
establishment of the beliet that 
japanese influence was seeking to 
‘shape Chinese internal political 
developments and administrative 
arrangements.” Tt seems th 
Tokyo should seriously consider th 
position, ‘The surrender of Japan’ 
national conscience to military 
direction must gravely embarrass 
her relations with other powers. 
[Unless it be corrected it may event~ 
vally lead to an impasse, for It 
strikes at the very root of diplomatic 
‘conduct. Even more’ important Is 
its moral effect, Despite the ap- 
arent success of military dictator= 
ships. the world Is still highly 
sensitive to any altack made on the 
Principles by which the funda= 
‘mental amity between nations and 
the sanctity of international obtiga. 
tions. are cultivated and maintained. 
No treaty is insusceptible of amend= 
ment, but the whole fabric of 
civilization is endangered if the 
unilateral'repudiation of signed doce 
uments, especially. those of com= 
paratively recent origin, be ace 
counted a normal feature of national 
policy. Just now fifty nations are 
Teagued against one on that issue, 
‘That affords an object lesson to 
which Japan might usefully pay 
heed.

‘Tho two posts which were held 
by Mr. Wang Ching-wel up to the 
time of the dastardly attempt to 
assassinate him, have now been 
signed to General Chiang Kai-shek 
}who, in addition to his chairmanship 
lof the Military Affairs Commission 
which gives him the rank of Gen- 
leralissimo, thus becomes President 
of the Executive Yuan and Minister 
for Foreign Affairs. General Chiang 
Kai-shek is also vice-chairman of 
ithe newly formed Standing Com- 
mittee of the Central Executive 
[Committee and vice-chairman of the 
Central Political Council, the 
chairmen of which are Mr. Hu Han- 
min and Mr. Wang Ching-wel 
respectively—both temporary abson. 
tees. This plain statement suff 
ciently reveals the burden at 
present resting on the shoulders of 
{the Generalissimo. It is understood. 
{that efforts are being made to obtain. 
relict of the Foreign Affairs 
portfolio, The name of General 
[Chang Chun, at present Chairman 
lof the Hupeh Provinicial Govern- 
Jment, has been mentioned. He 
would be a most suitable sclec= 
tion, if he could be persuaded to 
take the post. The possibility of 
inducing General Chiang Tso-pin to 
1go to the Foreign Ministry has also 
[been mooted. General Chiang Tso- 
pin has been a successful Ambas- 
jsador at Tokyo and his consequent 
/knowledge of Japanese policy would 
‘be of great service to the Govern~ 
ment at Nanking. Whether he can 
be spared from his present im- 
portant post {s another matter. In 
{the meantime General Chiang Kal~ 
[shek has been able to keep well in 
touch with Mr. Akira Ariyoshi and 
has an admittedly keen grasp of for- 
jeign polices. He is credited with 
fhaving handled recent develop- 
ments with considerable skill and, 
indeed, his personal ascendancy in 
the counsels of the Government 
gives to his tenure of the foreign 
Portfolio certain definite advantages 
just now. 

General Chiang Kai-shek has con- 
sistently disclaimed his belief in 
{the superman theory. He would be 
the first to admit that the exigencies 
lof the recent crisis have, accident~ 
ally as it were, thrown upon hit 
lonerous responsibilities. Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei’s health is such that his 
return to active administration 
must be regarded as a remote pos~ 
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sibility for some time to: come: Mr. 
Hu. Han-min is still in Europe and 
though it is believed that he is 
favourably considering urgent re- 
‘quests for his return to Nanking, 
it would be rash to bank upon an. 
early realization of those expecta 
tions. ‘The decision to extend the 
appointment of Mr. Lin Sen, as 
Chairman of the Republic, in order 
to keep changes in the personnel of 
the national hierarchy down to a 
minimum before the holding of the 
People’s National Congress next 
November, indicates a desire to 
Preserve stability and, probably, to 
consolidate political ‘unity. ‘The 
Government hopes by the eventual 
adoption of the Constitution to 
secure national support on a broader 
basis than at present. This can be 
best achieved, it is imagined, by 
maintaining in office those men who 
have acquired experience and who 
include representation of more than 
‘one school of political thought. ‘The 
principle has merit. It should not, 
however, be allowed to obscure the 
importance of strengthening the 
Government's contact with the 
people. For that purpose the 
ultimate creation of a system where- 
by the influence of all classes can 
be more effectively impressed on 
oficial undertakings and official 
policy, is expected to develop from 
the constitution or from the 
measures taken to prepare the 
ground for that charter to be en- 
forced. s 
General Chiang Kal-shek, in his 
Initiation of the New Lite’ Move~ 
ment nearly two years ago, showed. 
that he was acutely sensible of this 
need, He has now been brought 
more directly in touch with civil 
affairs. For the last two months, 
his military responsibilities have 
deen adequately discharged by the 
expert committee specially ap- 
pointed by him to direct the 
army's administration and the 
operations in the field. ‘Those 
‘operations have been mainly in 
Szechwen. The approach of Christ- 
mas has necessitated the adoption 
of the process known as “going Into 
winter quarters.” ‘The Communists 
concentrated ‘on the borders of 
Kansu and Shensi with a residue 
under Chu Teh back In North-West 
Szechuen—have apparently fol- 
lowed suit, although {t seems that 
thelr general disorganization has 
‘accentuated their bandit proclivities 
‘and markedly diminished whatever 
claim they might once have had to 
more regular status. General 
sshek can therefore feel, 
jevote his energies to the 






































task of consolidating his Govern- | 


ment’s position in national affairs. 
He will recognize the limitations 
of the New Life Movement. It can 
hardly be expected to exert more 
‘than an emotional influence on cur- 
rent trends of thought, ‘The people, 
rooted to the soil, must be given. 
some practical proof that the Gov~ 
ernment which affects to control 
their destinies, actively move 
4n mitigation of thelr hardships and 
dimeulties. General Chiang Kal- 
shek has given clear indications of 
‘his grasp of this important duty. 
His record in Kiangsi may well 
be cited in that regard. Yet, 
even in Klangsl, it is to be hoped 
that the Government will be.

It is the sure way of arriving at a| ci 


solution of the economic ills. which 
have so greatly embarrassed the 
Minister of Finance.

been for 05 years. The basis of 
that policy is equality of taxation. 
In assessing rental values for the’ 
purpose of rate-collection, the 
Council acts—and has always 
‘acted—on the principle that the 
rent is “prima facie evidence of the 
rateable value.” Conditions some- 
times vitiate that principle and. 
‘Court decisions, from 1867 onwards, 
have established the Council’ 
authority to make the proper ad- 
justment in the interests of fair 
taxation by making assessments in 
such cases without regard to the 
actual rental. Let it at once be 
noted that the number of such 
variations from the fundamental 
rule is relatively small. ‘The Coun- 

's statement, published in another 
column to-day, lucidly explains its 
position. ‘There has been so much 
{loose talle on this subject—not only 
‘among Chinese ratepayers—that the 
statement acquires special signific~ 
ance and is thoroughly worth 
attention. 

‘As a method of securing an 
equitable system of _ taxation. 
assessment on the basis of the 
premises occupied by the citizen 
s admittedly well-tested, in many 
parts of the world. It fulfils the 
essential requirement that the con 
tribution’ demanded shall be in 
proportion to the means of the 
contributor. No system can be free 
‘from error In this respect, but the 
rental value of a residence affords 
1 far better means of arriving at 
the financial resources of the res- 
‘dent than most other criteria. AS 
the Council points out the universal 
use of this method justifies accept- 
ance of its soundness. The ques- 
tion fs really not the rent actually 
paid by the tenant but the rental 
value of his residence. Generally 
the rent receipt is a true indication 
Jot this value, but circumstances 
arise to demand supplementary 
evidence. The comparison of the 
rental value of a building with 




















jothers elther of the same or of 


different type in similar or different 
localities has always to be kept in 
mind, to ensure just treatment of 
the ratepayer and of the assessing 
body which, in fact represents the 
community ‘as a whole. ‘The in- 
applicability of a rental receipt 
does not necessarily connote ir- 
regularity on the part of the 
fassessee, although, ag everyone 
knows, in this imperfect world, 
ingenuity misguldedly may produce 
collusive action between landlord 
and tenant with the object of 
securing a lower assessment. There 
fare other and perfectly respectable 
‘grounds for not accepting the rent 
receipt as a proper basis for de- 
termining the appropriate figure on 
which the assessment is made. The 
|Couneil gives instances: where pret- 
ferential rent is accorded by the 
landlord for business or family rea- 
sons; where the tenant's intreduc- 
tion of improvements has consider- 
Jably enhanced the value of the prop- 
erty; where commutation of part 
of the rent has occurred; where the 
rent is paid partly in’ cash—for 
Jwhich the receipt is given—and 
partly by service of one kind or.

DOUBLE DISASTER IN 
SUTSIEN 


Thirty People Drowned as 
‘Two Ferries Capsize 
Prost Oot Own Comtsroxonre 


Sutsien, Nov, 29. 


A very serious double sceldent oc- 
curred here recently, involving son 
siderable loss of life. 
‘About three miles north of Sutsien 
city, near the old abandoned glast 
factory, 1s a ferry across the Grand 
Canal. Just above the ferry. a branch 
of the Lutongho separates from the 
Grand Canal, and flows east for a 
few. miles. For “more than two 
months the water has been so high 
that these two streams merged into 
‘one wide river at the ferry, though 
they separate a short distance below 
that point, The total width of the 
river to be crossed by the ferry now 
4s about a quarter of a mile. or mor 
use other roads, on cither side 
under water, this road has beon 
brought to this ferry station, to help 
handle the heavy traMe.

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EXCITING TIMES IN TACHIENLU 


American Expedition Outwits Defeated LoLo Soldiers: 
Yachow Situation Serious 


By Jace 


‘Tachtentu, Nov. 6. 

With the Communist party rampant 
in Sikong, our little expedition 
Party has had more than its share 
of excitement in the past week. We 
had been trapping pheasants in the: 
territory of Kungyu, a village situated 
about 100 miles northeast of 
Tachientu, when the news came that 
the Reds had taken Damba, an im- 
portant elty two days’ journey north| 
of us, and were closing in on Kungyu. 
‘A kandful of men having been put| 
‘at our disposal by the headman, we 
had decided to help him to defend 
‘Kungyu or at least check the advance 
of the Reds long enough for ou- 
poople to hide their belongings ana 
for the women and children (» 
evacuate to places of safety. 

However, on the evening of October 
80 our sentry excitedly reported that 
hhe saw a light in the distance grow- 
ing brighter and brighter and advanc- 
ing towards us from ‘the direction 
of Kungyu. Immediately we gave| 
erders for ‘our men to prepare for 
‘action, Meanwhile the” light was 
within shouting distance. We shouted 
‘our password and, to our relief, cor- 
rectly were acknowledged. We knew 
then that he was one of our men, but 
what was he doing at this time of 
the night? 


Village Headman Victlmizeé 


Between puffs of exhaustion, the 
messenger related that the headman 
was in a predicament and desired us| 
immediately to come to his rescue. 
About twenty defeated Lo Lo soldiers 
of the 24th Army were planning to 
"borrow" money from him, and he 
was not anxious to part with any of 
his money, even though it was only 
2 case of’ “lending.” Waiting only 
Jong enough to pull on an extra 
jacket, we rushed off towards the 
headman’s house, arriving there a 

‘most at daybreak. We were too late, 
however, to be of any help, for the 
erucial moment had passed and the 
soidiers were departing. But the 
headman was so grateful to us for 
‘our willingness to help him that he 
ordered an elaborate meal to be pre: 
pared for us. 

‘One event followed another. While 
we were eating, our spy returned 
with the alarming news that Maongw 
‘was being occupied by over 1.00) 
Communists, Government troops ap- 
parently having abandoned Tunggu 
‘Aa Muongu has an entrance to the 
traji leading to Kungyu, it would be 
Tostible ond probable that the enemy 
would enter Kungyu by this route 
tnd take us by surprise, ‘There w: 
nothing, left for us to do but order 
our men to scok thelr own safely in 
thelr own hiding places. As for us,

No Porters Available 


It was Impossible to get enough 
natives to carry out our equipment 
end supplies, for when the news 
crrived, everyone had disappeared, 
Ineluding the headman, He had 

‘us one man before he left and a note 
to the headman of the next village 
to supply us with enough perters to 
see us to our destination. Through 
the help of our landlady, whose son 
‘wo cured of malaria, we managed to 
round up two more 'men. But there 
‘was no sleep for us that night; the 
Reds were much too near for com- 
fort, 

It snowed heavily during the night, 
adding another encumbrance to our 
speed, for both of us had to carry 
B0-Ib.’ packs in order to bring all 
fo our important equipment back to 
Tacaienlu. We were blessed with 
‘sunshine the first half of the day. 
but a raging snow storm greeted us 
halfway up the mountain pass where 
we had to halt to piek up the food 
provisions which we had stored away 
for emergency several days before. 
With this added lead, we had a 
miserable time ploughing through the 
‘soft snow, which piled up two feet 
@eep near the summit. It was dark 
when vat’ last_we reached the next 
village, having covered the distance 
of 110 li in thirteen hours, 


“Crowning Glory of Hay” 

As both flashlight batteries and 
Kerosene were exhausted, we re- 
sorted to a temporary torch made 
of dried bamboo twigs. To our dis- 
appointment, however, we approached 
the houses ' only to'find them all 
empty. Tt was Impossible to proceet 
in the dark and we were all ver: 
much in need of rest. We decided, 
therefore, to spend the night in one of 
the houses. While Quentin went up| 
to the loft to spread out our bedding, 
I kept @ watchful eye on the porters

we heard Quentin shouting, “Come: 

it or T'll shoot! We scrambled up 
the ladder with our butter lamps, 
anticipating great trouble, and. 
‘and behold! whem should we see but 
@ harmless old man crawling 
sheepishly out from under a stack of 
hay. To be sure, he was the village 
headman, locking most undignified 
with his crowning glory of hay! We 
laughed in sheer reliet, while inc 
headman tried to cover his embarass- 
ment. He had heard our shoutin, 
he explained and fearing that we 
were defeated soldiers or Reds, he 
ond the rest of the villagers ‘had 
gone In hiding. 

‘Nor could we blame them for their 
fears. Only the day before our 
arrival, twenty Lo Lo soldiers hi 
spent the night there, eating every-| 
thing there was and taking with them 
the natives’ bedding, clothing. bowl; 
und other precious ‘belongings. We 
nade a proposition to the headman 
that If he could get four men to 
carry our packs to Tachienlu, we 
would try to catch up with these 
soldiers and retrieve the stolen gocds. 
He accepted it immediately and the 
next morning sent us three men and 
one husky woman, 


Disarming Soldiers 

We inquired carefully hew the 
soldier-robbers were armed, ani 
learned that they had two rifles and 
several hand-grenades, The rest

Financial Uncertainty 
Notwithstanding

We still are in the readjustment 
stage over the National financial 
policy so suddenly thrust -upon the 
country. The dollar is down to 5,000

MR. C. E. GAUSS NEW

Arrested in front of the Grand

ment for assistance. ‘The accused was 
arrested outside the Grand Theave, 
while the sing-song girl was located 
in a hotel in Nanking Road.

We are all agreed, I think, that the 
inflation which has taken place only. 
corresponds to the measure of de-

‘“Inequilable Cireumstances” 


Under other eizcumstances—that is! 
circumstances which do not provide 
justifieation—inflation of what would 
then be an undesirable kind, the 
possibilities of which are inherent in 
ny managed currency, would prob- 
bly prove to be extremely inequit- 
able "as betwcen borrower and 
ender. In such circumstances, it 
would be very necessary to use 
every available means to enforce 
silver clauses. 

T have expressed the opinion that 
the altitude of lenders towards en- 
forcement or waiver of their rights 
under silver clauses should be 
governed by considerations of equity 
and expediency. The question of 
equity T have dealt with. It is a 
subject which has been very fully 
discussed in China lately and is one 
upon which debenture holders prob- 
ably have already formed thelr opin- 
fons. 

‘AS to the question of expediency, 
it will be realized, T am sure, that, 
it might be inexpedient to attempt to. 
enforce a silver clause where, for 
the time being, the measure of in- 
equity is insignificant. On the other 
hhand, should the inequity ever be- 
come obvious and extensive, it would 
bbe necessary, of course, to do every-_ 
thing possible to enforce silver 
clauses, regardless of almost any| 
questions of expediency. 


Company's Different Position

Mr, Ho J. Clark 

Extreme regret was felt in Shang- 
hhal Masonle and business circles 
last Wednesday at the death of Mr. H. 
J. Clark, at the age of 74, at ‘the 
Shanghal Club on the night of Dec. 3. 
‘The late Mr. Clarke was a well-known 
member of the Shanghai Club, voting 
member of the Shgnghat Race Club, 
‘and member of other local. societies, 
and in his memory the flag of the 
former. club was at half-mast that 
day, 

‘Born in London on October 7, 
1801, Mr. Clark left England on 
Jantiary 10, 1885, arriving at Chefoo 
‘on March 9 of the same year, when 
he folned the firm. of Cornabe, 
Eckford & Co, merchants, He later 
‘came to Shanghai and after being 
assoctated with Frazar & Co, joined 
the firm of Benjamin & Potts. In 
1902, he began hig long connection 
with the Shanghat Stock Exchange, 
which in those early days was Ina 
very primitive form, members mect- 
ing’ on the steps of” the Hongkong 
& Shanghai Bank. In June, 1906,

THE COUNCIL'S RATING 
POLICY 


Recent Criticism By Chinese 
Organizations 


‘The main contention of the criticism 
by the Chinese Ratepayers’ Assocla- 
tion of the Council's rating policy, 


which appeared in the local Press on 


JOctober 30, 1995, is that the Coun- 
cll has abandoned its age-old usage 
Jof accepting the values stated on rent 
receipts as the basis for the levy of 
taxation upon houses and buildings 
in favour of the declaration of an 
assessment. 

‘The Council therefore desires, 
jwithout equivocation. to assure rate- 
Jpayers that it has neither adopted nor 
considered any change In its rating 
policy, that the basis of assessment 
for Munlcipal Rate is the same to-day 
jas it has been for the last sixty-five 
years. 

‘Authority to ensure equality of 
taxation by declaring an assessment 
was first invested in the Counell under 
the provisions of the Land Regulations 
‘of 1854, and there can be no doubt 
‘that such authority was exercised in 
respect of owner-occupied and leased 
Joroperties alike as occasion arose. 
|The Council has always acted on the 
principle that. although the rent is 
prima facie evidence of the rateable 
value, there are cases where the rent 
is not the proper indication of such 
value. ‘The point has been tested at 
different times in different Courts 
from 1867 onwards, and It has been 
held tn an exhaustive judgment that: 
“on mature consideration of all 
arguments pro et contra the Court 
feels thoroughly convinced that — the 
‘Municipal Council was well entitled 
{to assess for the purpose of taxation 
the premises of the defendants re- 
/gardless of thelr actual rental 

‘The building occupied is universally 
taken as the most suitable basis for 
apportioning local rates.

"The Association states that an 
lattempt has been made to “camou- 
JOage” an increase in rates by recourse 
to that provision in the Land Regu 
jiations which permits the declaration 
fof an assessment on houses and 
buildings as the basis of taxation, ang 
instances the case of Municipal Rate 
ald on a rental of $100 per mensem. 
at the rate of 14 per cent. being $14 
only whereas if such rental is in- 
creased to an assessed value of $159 
with $21 payable as Municipal Rate. 
it Is tantamount to an increase In 
rates from 14 per cent. to 21 per cent 
it must be pointed out, however, that 
fa person furnishes ‘a rent receipt 
for $100 for premises which arc 
known to have a rental value of $150 
per mensem and is allowed to pay 
‘Municipal Rate on the basis of the 
rent reccipt, he is actually paying 
rates in respect ‘of the premise:

It would seem, therefore, that the 
‘Association's statement referring to 
“the Council's abandonment of the 
age-old usage of taking the actual 
rentals asthe rateable values of 
houses and buildings in favour of the 
declaration of an assessment” is a 
misrepresentation, since the Councii 
has neither abandoned nor modified 
its established rating principles and 
practice. It has, however, of late 
years enquired" more closely into 
ental declarations with the result 
that many of the Jess scrupulous 
members” of the community have 
Jeeased to benefit by low taxation at 
the expense of the remainder. 

‘Article 10 of the regulations of the 
‘Municipality of Greater Shanghal is

Furthermore, In the absence 
lof direct contact between the landlord 
Jand tenant, for the former usually 
jentrusis the rent collection to un- 
scrupulous agents, many abuses have 
been allowed to pass which tend to) 
increase the burden, and arouse the 
discontent, of the tenant For in- 
stance, the tenant is expected to pay 
key money", consisting of even a 
jyear's rent in the worst case, upon 
removal to a house, watchmen's fees 
Jand the many festival tips, often ex- 
ltorted from him but never authorized 
by the landlord. If only there Is 
way whereby the tenant can be 
brought into closer personal contact, 
Jwith the landlord, much of the com- 
plaints and ‘rietions as now exist 
will be removed. 

The time has come when the public 
Jshould tackle the roots of this acute 
problem. The whole community

NINE POWER TREATY 


A Strange Statement

Sim—Strange statements _ have 
oftentimes come out of the mouth of| 
the spokesman of the Japanese For- 
elgn Office. The latest. statement 
was in reference to the Nine Power 
Treaty, which he decmd to reflect 
upon China's Sovereignty. He said 
that if China considered herself an 
independent nation, she should de-

First, I wish to say that the Nine. 
Power ‘Treaty does not reflect upon 
China's sovereignty or independence, 
because China herself is one of the’ 
signatories. ‘The Treaty was enter- 
ed into by the nine powers in 1922 
lunder the special circumstances ex 
isting in the Far East. These elr- 
‘cumstances required the elght pow- 
fers other than China to acknow- 
ledge China's political independence 
and territorial and administrative 
integrity, which had been infringed 
upon by Japan during World War. 
‘encroachment on China wa: 














powers other than 
that such a treaty could not bind 
Japan and deter her from violently 
violating China's sovereignty and 
independence. To-day this Treaty 
exists, although ineffective, to re- 
flect not upon China's sovereignty as. 
‘nation, but in reality upon Japan's 
honour in violating it. 

Secondly, I wish to pdtht out that 
such a treaty of guaranteeing the 
Independence of one of its signa- 
torles is not derogatory to the dignity 
of the nation whose independence is 
so guaranteed. ‘The guarantee of the 
independence of Belgium and Swit. 
zerland by other powers does not 
reduce in any degree Belgium's and 
‘Switzerland's standing in the family 
‘of nations as perfectly independent 
Hates. ‘The new States created after 
‘the war by treaties of peace are to- 
day just as independent as and equal 
to those mations which signed the 
treaties. 

‘Thirdly, T wish to say that no na- 
jtion can ‘ignore the fact that the 
Nine Power ‘Treaty still exists to- 
day. If any simatory of the Treaty 
fs not satisfied with it, the proper 
way Is to call attention to the other 
signatories and make a revision of 
it, Tt is mot becoming to a great 
nation simply "to violate whatever 
treaties which it is not convenient 
for her to adhere to,

Fundamentally, 1 believe that an 
Ideogram denotés a thought, Inde- 
pendently trom the language ‘that. is 
Jused by the writer or by the reader 
Jot such a graphic sign. “On the con- 
ftrary, the ‘writing of ‘a thought by 
Jusing phonetieal signs is based on the 
existence of a language. With re- 
gard to the graphical rendering of 
thought, the voice, the word ond the, 
fianguage are all together connections 
that can be dispensed with. . 

‘The ideograms that have been used 
uuntil now are visual, symbolle or 
conventional signs that have the most 
different forms. Consequently, not 
Jso much the learning’ the writing and 
the reading, but still more the print- 
Jing and the typewriting of ‘them 
Jcauses, considerable dificuities. 

‘At the beginning 1 was thinking to 
supersede the ideograms (or 
characters) now in existence by 
Jothers that should be liable to be 
easily printed and typewritten, Later 
Jt have been struck by the idea of 
Jstudying an organie scheme in order 
to create such universal ideograms 
that should be serviceable under the 
broadest range of different requisites, 

‘Tho system is based on ideograms 
that are composed only of straight 
strokes and of dots. ‘The different 
Jcombinations and dispositions of the 
Jare of a number of the size of a 
million, 20 that not only the 100,000 
different characters of an “amplified” 
|Chinese language cold be translated 
jin universal ideograms, but a ‘still 















































greater number of additional ideas 
Jeould te given grophically by the 
new system. 

‘An exhaustive study of the 


universal ideograms is of such 
magnitude that It would require 
jiong work of several competent 
Jphilologists. In the meanwhile, last 
Jsummer, I have submitted a short 
Jpaper on the subject to the Inter- 
Jnational Institute of Intellectual Co- 
Joperstion of the League of Nations in 
Paris and I have been advised that 
the matter is now under considera 
tion, Probably—as usual—no far- 
reaching results will be attained, but 
possibly some sets of graphical nota- 
tions of thoughts will get widely 
known in the future. 

‘My aim has not been that of bridg- 
ling differences of ideas, but merely 
that of endeavouring to lower “the 
imbecile barrier of language”.

Britain may or may 
not be helpless so far as physical 
force is concerned but she is certainly 
not helpless with reference to judg~ 
‘ment on the Fightness or wrongness 
‘Of Japan's ‘many activities and. im- 
positions in China. It will be a bad 
day for the world when such papers 
‘as the “Morning Post” accept without 
‘question the dominance of force as 
Against moral right, of national as: 
sertiveness as against broader and 
deeper world. interests. We are all 
‘acquainted with the outlook of the 
so called practical man, but surely 
fan Increasing number, among us 
‘eapable of discounting “the dominance 
‘of assertive ignorance.” 

T'therefore write to suggest that 
such papers as the "Morning Post” 
‘should be encouraged to devote 
‘much more space and all their 
influence to an endeavour to 
constantly hold before their readers 
the fundamental facts at issue, not 
necessarily to commend or condemn 
but rather to ensure that every 
nation may realize that to-day there

inimitable not only for the style 
in ‘whieh itis wien, but for the 
depth of the thought which it con- 
tains, It is the text with which 
Mark Twain opens his autoblo- 
graphy. And because he was born 
@ hundred years ago on November 
80, 1935, in Floria, Monroe County, 
Missouri, where his father after 
‘meeting ‘several misfortunes “kept 
store” for several years, “but had 
no luck except that I was born to 
him," some memories of what the 
writer always prefers to think o! 

‘@ great humanitarian as well as 
great humourist,—indeed there is 
always a lingering doubt whether a 
‘great deal of his humour was not 
almost unconscious,—are recalled 
to-day, 

Mark Twain for many years 
could be persuaded to regard bim- 
self as nothing more than an ac- 
cident, a newspaper writer to| 
whom distinction had come as a 
‘matter of good fortune rather than. 
as a tribute to his genius. He had 
owned a newspaper, and experi- 
‘mented more or Jess’ casually—and 
unfortunately—with a variety of| 
other enterprises, when in 1884, at 

1¢ age of forty-nine he capitalized 
‘@ publishing concern, primarily to 
produce his own works, but not 
without an {dea of establishing

believe there is nothing 
world but youth! It would be idle 
to follow the ups and downs of 
‘Mark Twain's career, to suggest 
that for a large part of his life he: 
was a Jack of all trades and master 
‘of none, because we are not con- 
cerned as to how the finished product 
was arrived at, but with the fact 
that at last it was presented to the 
world, 

What a picture the man made in 
his later years! ‘That well coloured 
trongly chiselled face, those bushy 
eyebrows, reinforced by his leonine 
head of white hair, suggesting 
@ flerceness which was just as 
much of a fraud as some of his 
‘own stories, ‘There was character 
in every line of his face, in every 
swell and hollow of its moulding. 
‘There was imagination in every 
twinkle of his eye, and what an 
imagination! He has been accused 
of embroidering many of his: 
stories. He seems to admit it 
himself for it is on record that he 
‘once complained “When I was: 
younger I could remember any- 
thing whether it happened or not; 
but now I am getting old and soon 
I shall remember only the other.” 
‘And at another time paraphrasing 
Josh Billings, “It isn’t so astonish~ 
Jing the things that I can remem~ 
ber, as the number of things I can 
remember that aren't so.” Of all’ 
this Arthur Bigelow Paine, who 
assisted him in his autobiography, 
taking down the various disjointed 
chapters of which It is composed, 
remarks “Tt was only when he 
relied on his 
of general history, 
memory responded to old pre- 
fudice, or when life-long habit 
prompted a ‘good story’ that be 
went wandering Into fields of 
elaboration and gathered there such 
flowera and thorns as his fancy oF 
feelings seemed to require.” 


























Nothing particularly wrong in that, 
‘or a humourist paints his canvas 
ith the pigments of imagination, 
on, in this case, can it be figments? 

‘Most of Mark Twain's work up. 
to the time of his entering the 
publishing business, such as. 
"Roughing It," “Tom Sawyer,” 
“Life on the Mississippi,” had been 
‘mare or less of an autoblographical 
ynature, and in those books it is 
possible to ascertain much of what 
ais early life was, the conditions 
jn which it was lived, and the 
joys and pains of the early part of 
1s career. Even before 1870 he 
had Jotted down an occasional 
seminiscent chapter, for possible 
/publication, though apparently with 
‘n0 idea of a continuous narrative, 
and unconsciously he seems to 
rave been sowing small acorns 
‘rom which great oaks were sub- 
‘equently to grow. Had Mark 
Cwain’s father not met with 
veverses, the luck of having such 
@ son born to him might never 
nave occurred, for at one time the 
former was a ‘potentially rich man, | 

wing purchased 75,000 acres of 
land in Tennessee for something in 
the neighbourhood of $400. He had| 
oped that his children would 
reap the fruits of his investment, 
out they did not. ‘Things went 
wrong and the Clemens family had 
to rough it like Tom Sawyer had 
to. ‘That is perhaps just as well, 
for if Samuel Clemens had been 
cradled in the lap of luxury, if he 
had never gone through the life of 
which he writes so richly, a very 
‘rilliant page in American litera- 
ture might never have been writ- 
ten. Providence has its own 
‘methods of sharpening its tools. 

His mother must have been’ a 
‘woman of original thought for she 
was the natural ally and friend of 
the friendless. 

It was believed that Presbyterian 
as she was, she could be begulled 
into saying a soft word for the 
devil ‘himself, and 50 experiment 
was tried.

But who prays for Satan? Who, 

In eighteen centuries, has had the| 

common humanity to pray for the| 

fone sinner who necded it most, our 
fone fellow and brother who most 

needed a friend yet had not a 

single one, the one sinner among 

us all who had the highest and 
clearest right to every Christian's: 
daily and nightly prayers, for the 
plain and Hable reason that 
his was the frst and greatest need, 
he being among sinners the 

‘supremest? 

‘Mark Twain tells the story himself, 
and, astonishing as it might seem 
Jat first blush, the suggestion that 
Christian clemency should be ex- 
tended to the ultimate is not with- 
Jout a very considerable logic to, 
support it. However that may be, 
it shows that from the maternal 
side Mark Twain was likely to be 
gifted with an originality of thought 
which after events proved to be 
the ease. It would be possible to 
dwell on his remarkably devoted 
wife, his clever daughter Susy and 
derive great benefit therefrom, 
[but it is Mark Twain with whom 
we are dealing. 

‘And not necessarily Mark Twain’ 
the humourist, but Mark Twain in 
fall the varied facets of a remark- 
able character. For Mark was not 
merely your genial poker of fun, 
Jman oof gentle whimsicality. His very: 
jeyebrows deny that. He was a 
/man of strong, forceful purpose, a 
‘man who knew what he wanted, 
and in most cases how to get it,| 
direct in his English and intolerant | 
of those who paltered with its) 
simplicity. He was once asked to 
write an introduction to a trans- | 
lation of the evidence given at the 
trial of Joan of Are. The person | 
who asked him, a welder of smug 


















































commonplaces, had the audacity to 
attempt to edit what Mark wrote, | 


and Mark a stylist who could 
probably give Benjamin Franklin 
Ja point or two! So Mark sat down 
to take the skin off the editorial 
back. The letter he wrote is much 
too long to be reproduced here, but 
1a few excerpts would be suficient 
to show that the rash individual 
was thoroughly well excoriated by 
the lashings" of his" indignant 
victim's -pen. Thus: —

‘The letter is a very long one. 
Mark: Twain tears the clumsy oaf 
limb from limb in a state of rare 
fabandon, and having down so, hir 
tender heart prevails and he’ re 
{rains from sending the missive to 
the proper quarter. He. keeps it 
s0 that posterity can nuzzle it over 
fin the general trough. ‘There is 
probably not a writer who has not 
felt the same way at one time or 
fanother, who has not seen the! 
editorial pencil wipe out or con~ 
tort the richest fruits of his 
imagination, and heartily cursed 
the malefactor, But that is the 
reflex action of youth. Maturity 
sives fewer opportunities for the| 
vandal to get in his wicked work, 
and Mark Twain at the time he 
‘was subjected to this indignity had 
been an established: writer for well 
over thirty years. That did not, 
of course, make him infallible, but 
speaking for ourself we would 
just as soon have dared to edit the 




















have a penetrating humanity, a 
‘keen insight into the operations’ of 
‘the human mind, a realization, and 
a kindly one at that, of all human 
foibles. His recipe for getting a

Power Stations and Water 
Works Being Developed

Ths ts the sizth end penultimate 
article of the series describing progres: 
Being. achleved by the Kwanget Pro- 
Sinctat “Goverament..'The writer here 
deals with public uittles and the pro- 

fgress made by research institutions. 
Electricity in Kwangsi is supplled 
by. {wo concerns, one commercial 
and the other official with Wuchow, 
Liuchow, Lungchow, Kwelling and 
Kwelhien supplied by the power 
plants owned by the provincial 


government. 
“The head offce ot the Provincial 
Electrle Supply Enterprice isin 
‘Wuchow. It is empowered to direct 
‘and. control all other power tations 
in the province so that while Nan- 
ning has the largest electric power 
station owned by private commer- 
lal enterprise, the engineer is ap- 
pointed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment. z 

‘The power station in” Wuchow can 
generate 1,000 kw, with crude oll 
engines being used, "There are small- 
er power plants which supply 
Liuchow, Lungehow, Kwelshun and 
other towns where ‘old machines of 
‘smaller eapacity displaced from Wu- 
chow are used. All the engineers 
‘are appointed by the government 
bbut undoubtedly it would be more

Ove Max's Vino ‘The Story of Rho- 
‘desin-—By W. D. Gale (Hutchinson, 
London). 

‘The subject of Mr. Gale's book.

REFORMING CRIMINALS 


Pmsowen's Paoontss—By Colonel 8. G. 
‘Partridge, care, Cue (Formerly 
Assistant’ Secretary, ‘New Scotland 
Yard) With.

Colonel Partridge does not attampt 
te do more than tell a plain, stralght- 
forward tale. There are no lverary 
feilis In his appreciation of the devel- 
‘opment of criminology in England. 
He is most effective in his exposition 
of the amazingly: vindictive attitude 
of the English law a hundred years 
ago. To the modern reader it, seems 
astonishing that little children 
could be sentenced to death, the 
power of Parliament used to support 

‘theft of common land by big land- 
lords, and the poacher treated with 15 
much severity as if he were u crl- 
minal’ of the deepest dye—and yet 
the England of the time was the Eng- 
land of the early days of good queen 
Victoria's reign, the England of tioble 
thoughts and aspirations, But then, 
Colonel Partridge reminds us that it 
‘was not until 1608 that publle ex- 
cecutions were stopped. 

One of the most extraordinary dis- 
abilities under which a prisoner sut- 
fered was in a case were he wns on 
trlal for his lite, He was unable to 
hhave the help of counsel to address 
the Jury for hls defence. Judges, to 
lr eredit, constantly | protested 
against this ' scandal, and Sydney 
‘Smith's eloquence was mobilized te 
bring about a reform. But It was 
not until 1636 that it was removed. 
But two years before Sydney Smith 
brought up the prisoners’ ease in the 
“Edinburgh Review" the House of 
Commons had rejected the resntntion 
fon the subject by 80 to $0, and In 
1626, at the time that Sydney Smith 
was writing, the opponents of reform 
Included Mr., afterwards Sir Robert 
Peel, and Mr. Canning. later to be 
known as “Clemency Canning” Cole 
one!

“He fails to mention ihe his- 
torleal fact that Clive was the man 
who initiated the doctrine that the 
welfare of the people of India should 
bbe the primary consideration. of her 
governors. and endeavoured to 
establish a bureaucracy imbued with 
hhonesty of purpose and financial in- 
togrity. 

‘Then again, In altempting amazingly 
to support the argument that village 
fe in India has ‘been destroyed by 
the British official and the British 
capitalist, he quotes a dictum of Mr. 
Gandhi without the slishtest effort to 
substantiate Its accuracy or explain 
the basis of its origin. Mr. Andrews 
seems to persist in exemplifying the 
evil that men can do under the cloak 
of relfaious zeal. ‘The uninitiated may 
‘be misled by his unction Into a belief 
that he accurately marshals the re- 
(evant facts, Those who can also claim 
intimate knowledge of India may 
quite another opinion —r3 


























no other man could have accomplish- 
ed.

Jameson and other responsible lead- 
fers on the spot demanded, they were 
allowed to keep them: no more fatal 
mistake was ever made. The M: 
Bele buried thelr rifles, ammunition 
‘and assegals and waited for the 
day when they could re-establish the 
mode of Tlfe to which they were ac- 
Customed. Tt came three years later 
in 1806 and formed the Blackest page 
in the whole of Rhodesin’s history. 
Tm March, 1896, the Matabele dug 
up their arms ‘and ammunition and 
rose again; people living in lonely 
places were massacred wholesale and 
the atrocities committed were ap- 
palling. Bulawayo became a fortified 
camp. and the white population 
flocked there for safety. The Ma- 
shonag Joined in the rising, much to 
the surprise of everyone who thought 
they knew them.
